The Corporation claimed &a declaration for. 

fishery rights on the Liffey from the weir 
at Island Bridge to Bloody Bridge, inginding 
the Salmon oa also that their lessees, 
licencees and assistants are entitled to fish 
in the Salmon Pool or elsewhere in such 
waters within 200 yards of the weir. The 
defendant, George Ryan, a lessee of the Cor- 
poration, was sued as holding under the 
current lease of the fisheries mentioned. The 
Board of Conservators of Fisheries in Ire- 
land (Dublin. district) were sued as 
defendants, claiming that the Corpora- 
tion, by their ba, licencees, or 
assistants, had no right to fish for 
salmon in the Salmon Pool within 200 yards 
of the weir at all seasonable times or at 
all; and Richard Claude Cane was sued as 
representing the class consisfing of the 
owners of several fisheries above the weir; 
and John H. Brown and Albert E, Woodnutt 
as representing the class who fish with rods 
above and below the weir. 

Mr. Weod, K.C.; Mr. Rice, K.C., and 

P. White {instructed by Mr. Ignatius 
J. Rice) appeared for the Corporation; Mr. 
J. H. Russell (instructed by Messrs. W. J. 
Shannon ard Co,) for George Ryan; Mr. 
Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Phelps, A.C., and Mr. 
Binchy (instructed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne 
and Co.) for John H. Brown, Albert E. 
Woodnutt, and the Board of Conservators; 
Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore (instructed by Messrs. Carruthers and 
Gamble) for Colonel Claude Cane; and Mr.

Mr. Justice Johnston made an order de- 
claring the plaintiffs’ rights to the several 
fishery, and to the method of fishing set out 
in the statement of claim, the arrangement 
to be embodied in the order. 

The arrangement referred to was as 
follows:—1. The several defendants hereby 
admit the right of the plaintiffs to a declara- 
tion in the terms of paragraphs 1 and 2 of 
the prayer in the amended statement of 

claim in this action, and agree that, subject 
to the modifications and conditions herein- 
after set out and to the provisions of the 
Fishery (Ireland) Acts now in force 
or hereafter to be substituted’ therefor, 
or added thereto, and to the exist- 
ing or future bye-laws thereunder, 
and subject to all and every objection 
which may be made under the said Acts or 
bye-laws or any of them, the plaintiffs, their 
lessees and licencees shall be entitled to fish 
in the Salmon Pool in the manner set out 
in the said amended statement of claim. 2, 
The plaintiffs and the defendant, George 
Ryan, undertake and a not to use any 
grating or crotchets in the sluices at any 
time. 3. In addition to the statutory weekly 
close season the plaintiffs and the said 
Gacege Ryan are not to fish during a weekly 
period of twelve hours—namely, from 6 p.m. 
on the Wednesday to 6 a.m. on the Thursday 
of every week. 4. Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as implying that the

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COMMISSION AGENTS’ DISPUTE. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, & MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 

The defendant in the case of Tolan v. 
Mitchell appealed from an order of Mr. 
Justice Sullivan, sitting without a jury, made 
on the 10th November last, entering a verdict 
and judgment for tle plaintiff for £115 and 
half the costs of the action, the amount 
claimed in the writ, which was issued by the 
plaintiff on the 15th of April, 1921, being 
£391. 

The defendant now applied by way 
appeal to have the order mentioned set aside, 
and judgment entered for him with costs, 
on the ground that the learned judge muis- 
directed himself in law on the evidence that 
the defendant became liable to repay to the 
plaintiff the sum of £115 on the non-delivery 
of a ton of sugar, in respect of which it had 
been paid; and that the verdict was against 
the evidence and the weight of evidence. 

In his judgment Mr, Justice Sullivan stated 
that he believed the evidence given on behalf 
of the defendant as to the arrangement under 
which ‘the six tons of sugar were purchased 
from Messrs, J, €. Edwin Frith and Co., 
of 13 Chatham street, Dublin. He held, he 
added, that the defendant had acted as 
agent for himself and the plaintiff as regards 
the six tons purchased; but he held also that 
the agreement in January, 1920, between the 
bais and the defendant was an agreement 
by the defendant to sell to the plaintifí one 
ton oí the second lot of sugar at £115, and 
he gave judgment for the plaintiff for £115 
leaihád with half costs of the action. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C.; Mr. Shannon, K.C.; 
and Mr, Lavery {instructed by Mr. P. J. 
Rutledge), appeared for the appellant and 
defendant; and Mr. Fetherstonhaugh, K.C. ;

The hearing was concluded of the case in 
which Miss Ada Gawley, manageress of the 
Bay View Hotel, Enniscrone, Co, Sligo, 
sought damages for personal injuries from 
Mr. Benjamin Pielow, engineer and con- 
tractor, 117 Rathgar road, Dublin, the plain- 
tiff alleging negligence in the management 
of a moter car by defendant, his servant or 
agent, at Terenure road, Dublin, on 14th 
April last. The plaintiff had Jeft a tramear 
and crossed the road, and, as she stated, was 
about to get on to the footpath when she was 
struck and knocked down by the motor car, 
She sustained a fracture of the forearm and 
injuty to the ankle. The defendant denied 
negligence and pleaded contributory negligence 
on the part of the plaintiff. 

Mr. P act O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. W. L.

Judge Dromgoole said that the question 
which he had to decide was whether or 
not the woman held this house as caretaker. 
He held that she did not know the effect 
of signing the caretaker’s agreement, and 
that Mrs. Dwyer was “ still the old tenant.’’ 
He reversed the decision of the Court below.

When John Cronin, Michael Cronin, 
and John Sullivan were charged at Tralee 
yesterday with having robbed the Munster 
and Leinster Bank at Killarney of over 
£400 on the morning of January 17th last, 
remarkable statements which were made by 
the prisoners were put in evidence by the 
Civic Guard. 

The recovery of a sum of £286 was due 
to a statement made by one of the accused. 
The Guards drove with two of them to a 
place named Rathcorimane, and, digging 
in a dung heap behind a cowhouse, found 
the money in a canvas bag.

PLANNED A WEEK BEFORE. 


When the three men were brought before 
District Justice Johnson yesterday, Super- 
intendent McNulty stated, in reply to Mr. 
Liston, State Solicitor, that after arrest the 
yrisoner, John Sullivan, made a statement to 
Bi in the course of which he told that he 


‘was employed by Mr. Mahony, Inchees, and 


after having had breakfast he went outside. 
Continuing, he said I saw Jack Cronin com- 
ing over the road, and he called me to him 
and said that everything was ready, and he 
had the car below. I then knew that every- 
thing was ready to raid the Munster and 
Leinster Bank, Killarney. Jack Cronin and 
I had arranged to carry out the raid about 
a week before. He told me he had another 
fellow with him. I told him I would not go 
at all, as there would be no use in men get- 
ting into trouble, and I was never arrested 
before, and I did not want to go at all. 
Cronin forced me very hard, saying that it 
would be nothing at all, and could be obly a 
few minutes. I then consented to go on the 
job, and went down tite road with him. On 
the way to the car he produced a mask from 
his pocket, and told me to put it on. Cronin 
put one on himself also. When Cronin and I 
came to the car, I saw another man there 
with a mask on. 

We passed out the car, and came on towards 
Derrycunnihy Chapel. The car turned and 
came after us. At the chapel Jack Cronin 
took a rifle and revolver from under a rock. 
He gave fe the rifle, keeping the revolver 
himself. We all then got into the car. Jack 
Cronin sat in front beside the driver, and I 
got into the back with the other man. We 
then drove into Killarney, and stopped at 
the Munster and Leinster Bank. Cronin 
ordered the driver to turn the car while get- 
ting ont. I remained in the car, and Cronin 
and the other man entered the bank. While 
they were in the bank the driver tarned the 
car. After about seven or eight minutes 
Cronin and the other man came out of the 
bank. and got into the back of the car with 
me. Cronin had a bag with him. He ordered 
the driver to drive on. Passing the Inter- 
national Hotel Crenin fired a shot. We drove 
in the direction of Muckross, on the Kenmare 
road. At Mr. Vincent's farmyard some cows 
were crossing the road, and the motor struck 
one. The driver pulled up. and drove on 
again. We drove to Dinis Cross; Here wo 
got out. When Cronin came out of the 
hank I noticed he had a meal bag with him. 
Nearing Dinis Cross I saw Cronin pull some 
money out of the bag and offer it to Malley, 
the driver of the car. Malley refused to take 
it, saying it would be no good to him; he 
would be searched. Cronin said he would see 
him some other time. ‘Cronin directed Malley 
to drive up the Kenmare road. 


TEA ON THE MOUNTAIN. 


When we got out at Dinis Cross we went 
down the road towards Dinis Island. About 
half a mile down the road we met a shooting 
party, but we did not know any of them. 
We . then broke into the woods 
and crossed the old weir bridge, 
taking the path towards the mountains, 
to my sister's place at Garramean, 
where we intended to have a cup of tea. 
When we got to the top of the mountain we 
threw off our masks, and left them on the 
mountain. We crossed the river that runs 
through the wood near Tangney's We 
passed over Tangney’s on the mountain side. 
Having reached a sheltered place I left Jack 
Cronin and the other man, whom 1 then 
knew to be Michael Cronin. I came to my 
sister's house, Mrs. Bob Tangney, and asked 
her to make a couple of cups of tea for fel- 
lows on the mountain, but I did not tell her 
who they were. My sister made the tea, and 
1 took it up to Jack and Michael Cronin. 
There was no one else there except the three 
of us. 

Bob Tangney saw me going up with the 
tea, and he came after me. My brother, 
Humphrey, also came up, but did not delay 
at all. He went back down to the house. 
When Bob Tangney came up, himself and 
Jack Cronin were talking. Jack Cromn said 
1 had money which I could give to him 
(Bob). He was speaking then ot the money 
taken in the raid. Jack Cronin gave me 
in single notes. I gave the money back to 
Bob ‘langney. I saw Jack Cronin give Bob 
Tangney some notes, besides what he gave 
me. I don't know how much he gave Bob. 
I was afraid to keep the money Cronin 
gave me, as I might be searched, and gave 
the money to Bob Tangney to keep for me. 
I had just come down from the mountain 
when I met the Guards going towards old 
Michael ‘Tangney’s house, and I said ** Good 
evening,” and I passed them by. After 
leaving Bob Tangney, Jack and Michael 
Cronin, 1 did not see them after. On the day 
of the raid I wore an old green National 
Army trousers, which I changed at Bob 
Tangney’s for a dry pair I got in the house. 
I took out the green pants, and hid them 
under a rock near the house. 

The witness produced to Sullivan a green 
trousers, and John Sullivan identified it as 
the one he wore on the day of the raid on 
the bank. 


HOW THE MONEY WAS FOUND. 

Shortly after the statement was made by 
Sullivan, the witness continued, John Cronin 
said that Michael Cronin and himself wanted 
to tell a little of the truth, ‘‘ the same as 
the Tangneys are telling it. If you allow 
me to have a shave we will bring you to my 
house, and do what re can for you.” He 
(John Cronin) got a shave. They proceeded 


to Rathcommane by motor. John and Michael 
were with the witneks, At Rathcommane 
they went to a garden at the back of John 
Cronin’s house. Michael then told the wit- 
ness that the money was buried in the garden 
under a laurel tree He said it at John's 
instigation. They dug under the tree ind- 
cated for about half an hour, and found 
nothing. 

After some deliberation by John and 
Michael Cronin, the witness said, we pro- 
ceeded to a large dung heap at the rear of 
John Cronin’s cowhouse, and about one 
hundred yards from the laurel tree. After 
sounding the pit with a four pronged fork 
for about half an hour we came across the 
bag, which we took up. There was a tin 
box inside, and in that there was a roll of 
10s. notes tied with elastic, which fell out.

since counted the notes. 

There was one £10 note, nine £5 notes, 150 
single notes and. 172 10s. notes, making in 
all £286. There was also a bill on the 
Munster and Leinster Bank for £30, signed by 
two men from Ballyhar, and a receipt for 
£2 8s. 4d., dated 18th January, 1927. He 
asked Michael Cronin later on, and he said 
that he put it there. He spoke to Jack 
Cronin about the money taken from the 
Munster and Leinster Bank, and he said: 
“Yóu can count whatever you have there.” 
Bob Tangney counted the whole money first 
on the hill, He (Tangney) got at least £60 

h, all the cheques, and his father asked 
for £1 for tobacco. He (Cronin) said ; *‘Count 
what you have. Bob Tangney 
I will make the balance.” The witness 
had previously referred to the total sum taken 
in the raid. 
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-700-FOOT DESCENT

PERILOUS REFUGE OF 
POTEEN-MAKERS. 


Sergeant Brady and Guards Sexton and 
O’Brien, of Malin Head, when still-hunting.on 
the mountain to the east side of Bree and 
Cruckalough hills last Saturday afternoon, 
came upon a still at work within a few hun- 
dred yards of the edge of the Bengorm cliffs 
overlooking the sea. Two men who were 
working the still and another who was ' on 
scout’ ran when the Guards had approached 
to within a quarter of a mile. The whole of 
their apparatus and materials was left behind, 
and was seized by the Guards; but the stillers 
themselves eluded capture by hazarding 4

COAL THE ONLY IMPORT.

condition of the Annagassan (Co. I 
Harbour was held yesterday by the Ports an 

Harbours Tribunal, the members of which 
were Messrs. H. B. O'Hanlon, solicitor (chair- 
man); C. H. Q’Conor, and Michael Deegan. 
Before the inquiry the Tribunal were shown 
over the harbour by members of the local 
Harbour Commission. 

Mr. Joseph H. Harmon, secretary to the 
Annagassan Harbour Commission, which, he 
said, comprised nine members, one of whom 
was a representative of the Department of 
Fisheries and the other eight were elected by 
the Louth County Council, was the first wit- 
ness. Coal, he said, was practically the only 
import, and in the year 1926 twenty-seven 
vessels came to the port, carrying 5,506 tons 
of coal. Their principal exports were timber 
and oats; in 1 1,439 tons of timber were 
exported. The Harbour Commissioners i 
1912 or 1914 got a loan of £1,525 from the 
County Council towards the construction of 
the present quay on the terms that they 
would repay it when they were able, and no 
interest was charged. ‘They had since paid 
back £250 of it, but last year they could not 

ay anything, owing to the fact that they 
hea to spend £135 of their £189 of revenue 
in removing a bank of gravel that had formed 
in the river. 

The harbour dues charged were the same as 
those charged in Dundalk, because the Dun- 
dalk Harbour Commissioners, who were afraid 
that the Annagassan Harbour was going to 
be a big thing, got a clause inserted in the 
Annagagsan Harbour Order prohibiting the 
Annagassan Harbour Commissioners from 
charging lower dues than the Dundalk figures. 

HE HARBOUR'S DEFECT. 

The principal defect in the harbour at pre- 

sent was the silting of mud, which made it

come in except on a full spring tide. If the 
in freely, he thought that more vessels would 
come in. It was a tillage country around, 
and they should be able to ship corn, and 
even cattle, to England. The witness had no 
idea of the probable cost of dredging the 
harbour. There was a plan in somebody's 
mind to divert the river flowing into the sea 
almost beside the harbour so as to flow 
through the harbour, which would effectively 
dredge it; but he understood that the 
engineers were not in favour of that course 
because of the danger of undermining the 
pier head, whose foundations were only sunk 
one foot below the bed of the harbour. 

There were, continued the witness, thirty 
or forty fishermen employed in the district 
working seven or eight locally owned boats, 
but of late years the fishing had diminished, 
due principally to the injury done by the 
ring-net fishing in the bay. 
fish-curing industry in Annagassan; the fish 
was sent fresh to the Dublin. market, and 
sometimes across the Channel. 

In the witness s experience the harbour had 
served the coal trade of the district very 
well; the coal was distributed over a six or 
seven-mile radius around the port. The 
harbour did not suffer to any great extent 
from the distance of the railway (4, miles), 
because the farmers around drew their coal 
from. Annagassan, and there was very little 
sent by rail. 

To Mr. O’CGonor—Lorries came from Dun- 
dalk and Drogheda and distributed coal in 
the district, but the witness would not say 
that by reason of the importation of coal 
through Annagassan Harbour the people in 
the district were enabled to get coal cheaper 
than they otherwise would. 

CHAIRMAN'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Mathew Clinton, chairman of the 
Annagassan Harbour Commissioners, said 
that he had seen three good-sized vessels 
come into the harbour together and berth 
safely. His idea was that the mud would 
keep silting up until the harbour was rendered 
useless; he could see it filling up every day. 
The harbour’s accommodation was limited to 
small coastwise vessels. He believed that 
there was 28. a ton more freightage charged 
from Whitehaven to Annagassan than from 
Whitehaven to Drogheda or Dundalk. 

To Mr. O’Conor—The construction of the 
harbour originated at a largely attended meet- 
ing in 1911, when it was contended that 
Annagassan was the natural supply port for 
central Louth. 

Mr. ta Dd. King, another Harbour Commis- 
sioner, generally corroborated. He found 
great difficulty in chartering boats to come to 
Annagassan, because they did not know 
whether they would be able to get out again 
on account of the silting of the mud. 

This concluded the proceedings. 


LONDONDERRY PORT.

COUNCILLOR’S ATTACK ON 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


When, at a meeting of the Londonderry 
Corporation, a letter was received from the 
Chamber of Commerce forwarding a resolu- 
tion requesting the Corporation to exercise 
the most rigid ecomomy in view of the 
prospect of high local taxation, 

Councillor Healy said that he would take the 
opportunity of replying to these people, 
who were holding back the progress of the 
port. To-day they had little more than a 
third of the sailings out of Derry, as com- 
pared with 1915, yet the Chamber of Com- 
merce told them that Derry was going 
forward. In many cases the freight for 
Derry was 7s. 4d. a ton dearer than it was 
if they took the stuff to the’ Great Northern 
Railway, railed it to Belfast, carted it to 
the steamer, and sent it across to the English 
ports. The Chamber had proposed to make 
overtures to the railway companys to have 
a “bus service from the stations in Belfast 
to the steamers. What was wrong with 
Derry that its port \as not good enough 
for these people? 

The Labour Party, he added, had been 
blamed for closing Watts’ Distillery and the 
shipyard. How much work, he would ask, 
did the Coast Lines give the Derry shipyard 
to keep it from closing? 

Councillor Gilliland said that he held no brief 
for the Coast Lines. He had criticised the 
company in regard to the sailings from 
Derry; but the fact that the sailings had 
been reduced was due to the want of traffie, 
and he was perfectly satisfied that if the 
traffic in Derry justified extra Sailings they 
would be put on. As to the company giving 
Work to the shipyard, it was well known that 
they had a shipyard of their own at 
Ardrossan, and it could not be expected that 
they would send work to Derry. 

The Mayor said that there was no motion 
before the chair, and the discussion’ must 
terminate. '

ACTIVITIES OF THE

At yesterday's session of the Food Prices 
Tribunal, at 5 Ely place, Dublin, the view 
was advanced that wholesalers gave too 
much credit to men of straw. It might be 
that there were too many small shops. 

The working the Dublin Corporation 
Food Market was described, when it was 
stated that private consumers very rarely 
attended the auctions. The Chairman 
(Senater S. L. Brown, K.C.) pointed out 
that in Limerick they had an instance of 
an auction mart, where the consumer 
could buy foodstuffs.

COMPETITION OF 
SHOPS. 

Mr. William Findlater, of Messrs. Alexander 
Findlater and Co., Ltd., in the course of his 
evidence, said That most of the bacon classed 
as American was probably Canadian. They 
did not make any bacon themselves. They 
were getting creamery butter at present, but 
he did not think that it was described as 
creamery butter at this time of year. . 

They did not look for a fixed margin on 
prices. The fact was that owing to com- 
petition there was a tendency to sell at too 
small a profit. That was why manufacturers 
fixed the prices of certain articles. 

In the ordinary way he saw no objection to 
having articles sold by weight or measure 
net. Different prices for the same article 
would very seldom occur in the same shop. 
They did not charge. credit customers more 
than cash customers. i | 

The competition of one-man shops had in- 
creased tremendously. At first it had the 
effect of reducing -prices in the district 
slightly, but eventually the man was broken 
or advanced his prices as expenses increased. 

Witness added that he felt that wholesalers 
gave too much credit to men of straw. It 
might be that there were too many small 


shops. 
FRUIT AND VEGETABLES. 

Mr. O'Connell Fitasimon, superintendent of 
the Dublin Corporation Food Market, stated 
that vegetables and home-grown fruit were 
sold by auction, cabbage and swedes being 
sold by the load. The grosser forms of 
vegetables were carted in, and some of them 
came from as far away as Athy by motor car. 
Most of the cabbage came from market 
gardens round Dublin, also celery and lettuce. 

He explained that the vegetables offered 
were first bought by ‘‘ forestallers,’’ who re- 
sold to the smaller shopkeepers and hawkers. 
The ‘‘forestallers’’ acted as wholesalers. 
Foreign fruit was sold privately. 

The auctioneers included some of the 
biggest men in the market. Cabbage was 
usually sold by the load, according to size 
and quality. 

The Chairman (Senator 8. L. Brown, K.C.) 
—Does any private consumer attend these 
auctions ’—Very rarely; but there are people 
from hotels who attend. Witness thought 
that an ordinary consumer would probably 
have to pay more for purchases than the 
usual buyers 

The Chairman—Do vou think that it would 
be possible to establish auctions for the sale 
of garden and farm produce, eggs and butter, 
which the small,consumer could attend*—I 
do not think thall you would get the people 
to go in for an auction. It is hard to get 
them to come to a market. You might have 
a smallish market, as on some parts of the 
Continent—Normandy, for instance—where 
women could market. 

The Chairman said that in Limerick they 
had an instance of an auction mart where the 
consumer could buy foodstuffs. 

Witness said that he did not know if such 
a scheme would succeed. 


THE FISH AUCTIONS. 

The fish.market, said witness, was a whole- 
sale one, in which wholesale fish factors and 
“forestallers "’ operated. The bulk of the 
fish came from Dublin steam trawlers, but a 
lot also came from Dingle and Galway by 
rail. Fish from Arklow and along the coast 
to Drogheda usually came by motor lorries. 
The fish auctions were) attended by fish- 
mongers and ‘‘forestallers,’’ the fish being 
sold by the box, which weighed about a ewt. 
Fish like sole were disposed of in lots on the 
boards. . 

Replying to Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., 
witness said that “‘forestallers'’ usually 
bought at their own risk. i 

Nine-tenths of the vegetables and 95 per 
cent. of the fish consumed in Dublin was 
purchased in that market. A certain pro

na of fish was imported direct from 
irimsbv and Hull. 

Witness had not noted the margin between 
the wholesale and retail price of fish and 
vegetables sold in the market. They did 
not publish any official prices. ‘ 


MARKET QUOTATIONS. 

In reply to Mr, Johnston, witness 
said that a farmers’ co-operative society 
had tried doing business there, but was not 
satisfied with its stand in the market. He 
agreed that if market quotations were given 
by the cwt. they could be compared with 
prices in the shops. He thought that the 
Press representatives could get quotations 
by the dozen, or score, if necessary. 

Professor Johnston—I think that you should 
insist upon auctioneers selling by weight or 
quautity. 

Witness—We have no bye-law. 

Professor Johnston—But you could easily 
frame one. 

Chairman—That would fix 
wholesale and retail 

Professor Johnston pointed out that much 
better prices could be obtained by a system 
of grading. That could be done by regula- 
tions that should be fulfilled. 

Chairman— The people would not like it, 
but it would be good for them. Grading of 
eggs had been objected to, but it had had 
the effect of improving prices, 

Witness agreed that anything in the shape 
of grading and selling things by weight would 
be an improvement, He considered that the 
present method of getting fish to the market 
was the quickest.

Chairman—At Dundalk. you told us that 
your top rice for loin chops was ls.

The Defence of Shanghai. 


The British Government has acted with 
commendable promptitude in giving effect 
to the policy which the Cabinet has de- 
cided to pursue towards China. Three 
brigades of infantry have been formed 
into a ‘Shanghai Defence Force,’’ and 
are under orders to sail for the East 
almost immediately. They will be under 
the command of Major-General John 
Duncan, who saw distinguished service 
in the Great War, and will consist of 
some famous battalions, including the 
2nd Coldstream Guards. The 13th 
14th Infantry Brigades will sail from 
England early next week. The other 
brigade will be formed from units which 
at present are stationed in India, and the 
entire force will be concentrated at 
Shanghai early in’ March. When it 
arrives in China the British troops on 
the spot will have the approximate 
strength of four infantry brigades. It is 
essential that the general public should 
have a clear understanding of the situa- 
tion. There is no question of Britain’s 
intervention in the Chinese civil war. Her 
soldiers are being sent to Shanghai, not 
for any purposes of aggression against 
the Chinese, but simply to be in readiness 
to protect British lives and property if 
the necessity should arise. There is a 
large population of British. subjects in 
Shanghai with property which amounts 
in value to very considerable sums of 
money. There seems to be little doubt 
that the troops of the Kuomintang, sooner 
or later, will reach the great port; for 
the resistance that is being offered by the 
local war lord apparently is not of great 
In view of the recent occurrences 
at Hankow and elsewhere, the British 
Government cannot afford to take unneces- 
sary risks; and the Shanghai Defence 
Force will be ready for use, but only in 
the event of Cantonese aggression. 

In her decision to afford ample _protec- 
tion to her subjects in Shanghai Britain

has done a service to all the Powers that 
have interests in China. An attack on 
the British Concession could not be 
localised,‘“and, as the average follower of 


persons, the lives of many other nationals 
would be endangered in the event of further 
trouble. The Government of the United 
States, however, is not likely to give much 
support to the British policy. Mr. Kellogg, 
the Secretary of State, is preparing a 
public statement which will be issued

the arrangements for Shanghai's defence. 
The Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives has adopted a 
resolution calling upon Président Coolidge 
to act independently of all the other 
Powers, and to negotiate with the Chinese 
a new treaty which will place the rela- 
between the two countries on an 
entirely fresh basis. Of course, the 
Americans have no Concession in 
Shanghai. Some of them, consequently, 
seem to be foolish enough to imagine that 
an attack on foreigners will have no 
interest for them ; but they are likely. to 
find out their mistake very quickly if 
the worst should happen. The economic 
interests of the United States in China 
are considerable. American property to 
the amount of some £30,000,000 is in 
danger, and. American missionaries are 
being treated in precisely the same way 
as their British and Irish colleagues. 
Possibly. Mr. Eugene Chen would welcome

Ultimately, however, 
all the word-spinning of which Mr. Chen 
is capable will not prevail against hard 
facts. Britain has no desire to thwart 
the legitimate aims of Chinese nationalism. 
Most sensible Britons recognise that con- 
ditions in China for many years have 
been highly unsatisfactory, and gladly 
would welcome a general reform. Since 
the war, however, no one authority has 
been in a position to negotiate on China's 
behalf. The whole country has been rent 
asunder by the jealous squabbles of rival 
war lords, and an undertaking made by 
one has been liable to immediate repudia- 
tion by all the others. Even the Cantonese 
are in a minority. They have no authority 
north of the Yangtze River, and at the 
moment Mr. Chen has little more right 
to speak for the Chinese people than any 
of the many other leaders 
scattered throughout the country. If, and 
when, somebody is in a position 
negotiate and to “deliver the goods,” the

British Government will be ready and 
anxious to make a settlement. In the 
meanwhile, however, treaty rights continue 
to exist, and they must be respected. 


Homes for the People. 


For a full year meetings, conferences 
and demonstrations have taken place in 
Dublin, promoted by persons zealous to 
rouse public opinion to the need of a 
national effort to house the people of 
Saorstát Eireann properly. The results 
are comparatively meagre, Public lethargy, 
bred of generations dwelling in mean con- 
ditions, has remained. unstirred. The Free 
State Government, it is true, has striven 
well, within its exiguous resources, to 
carry forward the good work, and hundreds 
of families in Dublin alone owe gratitude 
to President Cosgrave and the City Com- 
missioners for the decent homes to which 
they have been translated from the slums. 
Nevertheless, the grim fact remains un- 
challenged that the country’s lack of 
houses, estimated in 1923 at 50,000, has 
been reduced in such smal] measure that 
at the present rate of progress nearly a 
quarter of a century would pass before 
the problem came near to solution. We 
welcome the proposal of a National 
Housing Board, made by Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, and supported by the Reverend 
D. H. Hall, at yesterday’s conference on 
housing, held under the auspices of the 
Civics Institute of Ireland. A national 
board could attack the question in all its 
aspects. The precise extent of the present 
housing shortage, and its distribution 
between city, town and countryside, could 
be laid clearly before the public and the 
Government. The difficulties checking 
rapid progress could be exposed. Yester- 
day Mr. Johnson said that the Free State 
possessed only 9,000 skilled workers in the 
building trade, and, of course, a big pro- 
portion of these was engaged in regular 
work quite separate from housing. 
Contracts for the erection of new dwellings 
are governed by the shortage of skilled 
labour - available. It is notorious, too, 
among all who have direct, practical ex- 
perience of contract work, that only with 
exhausting pains can good measure in 
time and energy be coaxed from the skilled 
workers when they are secured. Grudging 
toil, careless finish and hours of labour 
pared with excuses, make every job costly 
and employers reluctant to undertake fresh 
operations. There would be ampler hope 
of a rapid re-housing of the people if Mr. 
Johnson could tell us that the unions were 
making it easier for unskilled labour to 
become skilled, or were striving to multiply 
the output of the labour hour. The pro- 
posed National Housing Board, perhaps, 
will prevail with the wage-earning classes 
and induce them to address themselves in 
their daily work to the service of their 
kind as loyally as the workers of Germany, 
to whose energy the speedy reconstruction 
of a land exhausted by war is due. The 
Board, moreover, ought to exert a large

amount of bad planning and bad building 
has been carried out through sheer lack of 
experience in the authorities which have 
commissioned the work. There are 
certain streets of dwellings, 
erected since the Great War, which are 
crumbling fast into new slums. So, too, ill- 
guided planning has wrought havoc, The 
Dublin City Commissioners, despite their 
admirable services, have allowed houses to 
be built under their ewgis twice, thrice or 
four times more thickly to the acre than 
public welfare and modern housing science 
dictate. A National Housing Board ought 
to insist that when the people are housed

they are housed in happy conditions, with J 


spacious gardens, plots and playing-ficlds. 
The ideal of a quarter acre of land to 
every artisan’s dwelling is not beyond 
attainment. 


Industrial Research. 


That the Irish Free State should be 
backward in scientific and industrial 
research is natural enough. She has few 
big industries, and her men of business 
hitherto have lacked the urge which 
prompts great industrialists in England, 
France or Germany to subsidise men 
of science in far-reaching inquiries. 
Yesterday, addressing the Royal Dublin 
Society, Mr. George Fletcher delivered 
an address which ought to bring home 
the need for research work even in this 
little land of peasants. He rehearsed 
the provision made for research under the 
old régime. Studentships were awarded in 
the.universities and in the Royal College 
of Science, and important investigations 
were made into the problem of peat 
utilisation. To-day the Free State esti- 
mates provide the paltry sum of £720 per 
annum for the encouragement of research. 
Work of high value is done by university 
professors in their laboratories; but in

to show as the Free State’s contribution 
to man’s conquest of his environment,

ment of science may lead to the uprise| 


of industry. It is too late for Ireland 
to wrest from great industrial lands 
those forms of mass production which they 
have made peculiarly their own. Science, 
however, may -discover fields in which she 
may be the first to excel. The Research 
Committee appointed by the Imperial Con- 
ference, and attended by a Free State 
representative, drew up a splendid plan 
for specialised research. in every con- 
stituent land and the pooling of results, 
so that the Saorstdt, while invited to 
pursue research in matters of , peculiar 
interest to herself, is offered in exchange 
for her discoveries the massed knowledge 
of the other Dominions. We look to the 
Free State Government, therefore, to earn 
the title of a far-seeing and enlightened 
guide of the community by generous endow- 
ment of the laboratories of Dublin, Cork 
and Galway. 


De Senectute. 


“What will you do in your old age?” 
This question has been put to eminent 
French playwrights and authors by the 
Liberté. Most of the writers interrogated 
declare that they hope to go on writing 
as long as they live; but one or two 
announce that they look forward to old 
age as a time of escape, when they will 
leave the noisy world of first nights and 
late editions for the quiet country or for 
sunny islands far away.  'M. Clement 
Vautel, however, seems to have been read- 
ing Mr. Shaw of late; for he replies, 
“Absurd question! I never shall grow 
old” Many writers have done well ‘to 
lay down the pen betimes. When 
Shakespeare went home to his apple yard 
he exercised a wise restraint. No play of 
worn-out theme and faded phrase came 
from his pen. On the other hand, 
Dickens was in the finest flush of his 
powers when he died, leaving what some 
critics have considered his best-written 
book, “Edwin Drood,”’ tantalisingly in- 
complete. Cervantes sorrowed his way 
through a lifetime of disappointment, 
saw younger men grasp the prizes after 
which he reached in vain, and seemed to 
the world—and possibly to himself—a 
failure before, in late years, his genius 
flamed up and created the sublime hidalgo. 
Old age for a few is the time of fruition ; 
for others is the time of release. Who 
can forget the praise which the com- 
panions of Socrates gave to the quiet 
time when the intellect is released from 
the passions, as from a crew of mutinous 
slaves? Books must be written, either 
because the author would be unhappy 
with so much perilous stuff weighing upon 
the heart or because he could not pay 
his bills otherwise. The reading of 
books, on the other hand; waits upon a 
leisure that only old age yields. Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin has said that he looks 
forward to the age of retirement for the 
opportunity to read the ancient classics 
once again; and most of us promise our- 
selves renewal of literary delights when 
life itself is one long evéning.

THE HON. HUGH HENRY HARE.

URNS—whose day was celebrated by all 
[3 pious Scots yesterday—was. born into 
no charmed or easy existence. Life 
presented itself to him under an aspect that 


‘most comfortable and cultivated minds would 


consider intolerable. And yet the vision 
flamed for him, and, what is more remark- 
able, he conveyed it to cultured and un- 
cultured alike. ne 

His chief themes were: Love, Nature, 
Poetry, man’s essential and indomitable in- 
dependence, with drink and the devil and 
Scottish nationality always present in his mind. 
He was thoroughly normal in most respects, 
but there was, undoubtedly, a strong .cle- 
ment of superstition in his composition, and 
perhaps it is the divergent qualities of his 
genius that have made him such a reliable 
interpreter of Scottish life. He was a 
satirist of a high order; he was keenly in- 
terested in religious matters, and into every 
aspect of life that appealed to him he en- 
tered with a zest end enthusiasm that was 
captivating and enthralling. 

Where are two lines of Burns that have 
often aroused comment, and, though I think 
they are philosophically unsound, they seem 
to me to throw a flood of light upon his 
character. They occur in the poem called 
“The Vision.” In this he makes the Muse 
of Scottish poetry speak to him. And this is 
ove of the verses: 
puises’ maddening play 
yleasure’s devious way, 
meteor ray, 


“I saw thy 
Wild send thee 
Misied by fancy'’s | 

Ry passion driven; 
And yet the light that led astray 
Was light from Heaven.” 


THE POET’S PHILOSOPHY. 

He has packed, I think, the whole burden 
of his genius and his tragedy into the two 
last lines of this Yerse. His carousing, his 
love-making, his verse-making--they were 
all part of the insatiable torrent of life that 
poured through him. He was no recluse, 
He was compelled by some inner . compul- 
sion to drink the cup of life to the dregs, and 
feed himself npon the strong passions of 
humanity. And yet it was not the coarse 
things of life he wanted. Such could not 
satisfy him. He had a delicate and refined 
appreciation of the beauty of Nature—quite 
unusual at that time—and his understanding 
of men and women, his sympathy and love 
for animals, could. only come from a sensitive 
mind. But he always approached his ob- 
jective like an avalanche, and his simplest 
verses are ever tingling with the sense of 
power in reserve, and were in all possibility 
written in the short intervals of peace be- 
tween the outbursts of his continual con- 
vulsions of feeling. And though thus 
impetuous rush of emotion led him into 
innumerable difficulties, he knew, somewhere 
the depths of his Titanic being, that he

His argument apparently is that it is better 
to be immoral a alive than moral and 
stagnant. Or there may be a trace here of 
the popular exposition of th® old Calvinistic 
doctrine in which he was brought up, that it 
is impossible for the elect to nay from grace, 
no matter what sin they commit. Burns 
knew nothing of the beauty of holiness, a 
beauty often misrepresented and misunder- 
stood, but which in its true meaning is in- 
finitely greater than any beauty that sense 
can conceive, and which has been touched in 
some small way by poets of a sterner fibre 
and more philosophic nature. 

In considering his work as a whole, we find 
in it a vein of poetic inspiration entirely free 
from any trace of literary affectation or self- 
consciousness. It is the spirit that animates 
the old ballads and Border minstrelsy. It is 
tight-braced and sinewy and full of unerring 
and deadly precision of accuracy in detail. 
Its imagination is hard and ruthless and 
shining with the almost ferocious intensity 
of a naked sword. There is nothing here 
that is in the slightest degree mawkish, senti- 
mental, or merely pretty. These phrases of 
Burns, shot: off at the high pressure of & 
white-fused creative conception, are match- 
less in their compressed copiousness, A few 
words—but they unloosen an almost invisible 
vista in the mind, and yet at the same time 
materialise the conception to an objectivity 
we can almost touch—perfect down to the 
minutest accessory. 


“ADDRESS TO THE DEIL.” 

Take, for instance, the well-known lines 
from the incomparable “ Address to the 
Deil *’: 

“Then you, ye auld snick«lrawing dog! 

Ye cam to Paradise incog, 

An’ play’d on man a cursed broguc, 
(Black be you fa’) 

An’ gied the iufant warki a shos, 
'Maist ruin’d a. . 

'These last two lines describe the propen- 
sities of theological thought with an imagina- 
tive realism that almost takes our breath 
away. Milton devoted some thousands of 
lines to the same subject, but in the end has 
he succeeded any better than Burns in his 
nine words? It is hard to get a clear-cut 
conception from Milton. One gets lost in 
the maze of his piled-up lines. But Burns 
terse expression, with its unescapable quality 
of grotesque humour, sets an almost imperish- 
able glint in the mind of the reader. It 
banishes the gloom of the theologians and 
floods the underlying truth with a clear 
blaze of perception. ' 

I love to fread the verses in which he de- 
scribes so often the various phases of his in- 
clination to rhyme; as they came bubbling up 
in his mind, 

“Tust now I've 

My barmic noildle's working prime. 

My faneie yerkit up sublime . } 
Wi’ hasty summon.’ 

Again he jeers at his muse. He wants to 

write, but the impulse won't come. 
“ The tapetiess, ramfecal id . Lára 
she's saft al and something 
Quo” she, “Ye ken weye been sae 
This month an’ mair, 
That trouth my head is grown quite thizzy, 
An’ something sair. -

And yet to him the impulse and verse 
the one outstanding fact of existence 
made life tolerable.

Burns’ poems are intensely individual. He 
reveals himself, his aspirations and his faults 
alike in almost every line. In the '“ Epistie 
to Mayor Logan’ Te writes about people 
who are continually stung by the gad-flies of 
feeling. 

“A blessing on the cheery cane 
Wha’ dearly like a jig or sang, 
An’ never think o' right an’ Wrang 
By square an’ rule, 
as the clegs o feeling stang 
Are wise or uol." 

It is, indeed, himself. He could never be 
half-hearted or lukewarm, and if he had had 
the faculty of restraint and self-discipline he 
would not, in all probability, have been Burns 
the poet. OF few poets can it be said 
truly as of Burns that the world is the 
richer and better for his life and work. for 
he turned even his failings to a noble use for 
humanity at large.

This wili be set forth at length in. the 
statement to be issued by Mr. Kellogg, 
which will be in the nature of a reply to 
the recent British memorandum. 
In the meantime the Washington 
Government will use the forces whicb it 
has available in Chinese waters to afford 
protection to its nationals to the best of 
its ability. 

The Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
House of Representatives to-day approved 
the resolution moved by Mr. Porter, pro- 
posing that the United States should act 
independently of other nations in its 
dealings with China. 

According to the terms of the resolu- 
tion, the President would be asked to 
negotiate with China with a view to 
arranging a treaty to replace the treaties 
now in force regarding extra territoriality 
and jurisdictional rights. 

The resolution is prefaced with the de- 
claration that the United States, in its 
relations with China, has always tried to 
act in a spirit of mutual equity, and that 
the developments in China have made it 
desirable that the United States Govern- 
ment should take the initiative in bring- 
ing about the adjustment of treaty rela- 
tions.

Some objected, and their objection 
was met by providing that they should be 
omitted from official communications upon 
informing the departmental chief of their 
wish. The new rule contains this 
proviso. 

Inquiries yesterday showed that a 
section of the staff was strongly opposed 
to the use of such titles by its colleagues. 

A member of the Staff Association said 
that the 1920 procedure was followed 
against the expressed wish of the Associa- 
tion. Now the Association had not been 
consulted, as the matter arose in a 
different way. 

One reason for the opposition on the 
part of a considerable number of the 
employés to perpetuating naval and 
military ranks in the Council's service 
was that the use of a rank seemed to 
carry. a suggestion of superiority and 
authority. 

Among the Council’s officers are two in 
senior grades, who in the Army were 
brigadier-generals, One is addressed in 
official correspondence by his Army rank, 
and the other, at his own request, is 
addressed as plain “ Mr.” 

The Council’s rule is not the practice 
in Government offices. At the War Office, 
the Admiralty, and the Air Ministry most 
of the officials are serving officers, and, as 
such,. are known by their ranks; but in 
other departments “Mr.” is the common 
title. There are many colonels, majors, 
and captains at the Foreign Office, but 
none of them uses his~title.

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COUNTERFEITING BRITISH 
COINS. 
From Revuter’s CORRE:PONDENT. 
SINGAPORE, Tuesday. 
On the arrival here of the motorship 
Cremer from China, revenue officers dis- 
covered cleverly concealed in  false- 
bottomed baskets, made of hollowed wood, 
a quantity of counterfeit Straits Settle- 
ments ten cent pieces, which, if they were 
genuine, would be worth seven thousand 
dollars (over £300). A Chinese has been 
arrested. 
The discovery indicates that the counter- 
feiting of Straits Settlements currency is 
being carried out on a considerable scale 
in China, where conditions are safer for 
the counterfeiters than in the Straits 
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The Prince of Wales. spent a couple of 
hours last night visiting Toynbee Hall and 
other settlements or centres of social work 
among the poor of London’s East End. 
He passed through many mean streets and 
slum areas, and at one mt had his 
attention called to a sedlilin reminder 
of “Jack the Ripper.’’ There was pointed 
out to the Royal visitor the flight of steps 
at the foot of which one of that notorious 
criminal’s murders was committed. 

The Warden of Toynbee Hall kept up 
a running fire * information throughout 
the tour as to the settlement, and the 
various prominent social workers con- 
nected with it. In one of the recreation 
rooms the Prince saw young girls going 
through some Greek dances, and he 
watched a game of table cricket in one 
of the club rooms. Invited to try his 
skill, he was served with three balls by 
a girl player, and, though he got the third 
very neatly, he was promiscuously caught 
out by the Warden, who promptly pocketed 
the ball. 

IN A BOYS’ HOSTEL. 

Leaving Toynbee Hall, the Prince 
motored tothe Roland House Scout Settle- 
ment and Boys’ Hostel. He saw small 
parties of Scouts busy at handicraft and 
other work, and made an inspection of the 
new enlarged chapel, formed out of three 
cellars, and dedicated to St. Francis and 
the Troubadours. 

From Roland House he drove to Rat- 
cliff Highway, and there visited the 
Memorial Club and the Paddy’s Goose 
Club, watching dancing, ping-pong, card 
games, billiards, and a variety of amuse- 
ments. Bow Baths Hall, in Roman road, 
was next visited, and there His Royal 
Highness was uproariously welcomed by 
a large crowd assembled ‘to witness the 
semi-finals in an annual boxing competi- 
tion arranged by the Stepney Association 
of Working Boys’ Clubs. He sat and 
watched some lively contests, frequently 
joinivg in the applause. 


A CHURCH SHELTER. 

A visit was also paid to a shelter con- 
nected with a local church.

NO FOREIGN ISSUE 
CONTEMPLATED.

The 
amount is for 500,000,000 marks

version transaction. The price of issue is 
92 per cent., and the period of subscrip- 
tion is from February 1 to February 11, 
with payment between February 21 and 
February 25.

is being taken by a syndicate of German 
banks, headed by the Reichsbank, and is 
to be offered to the public. It is under- 
stood that the remaining 200,000,000m. has 
been underwritten by the German rail- 
ways, the Post Office, and other public in- 
stitutions. A foreign loan is not con- 
templated.

A poignant story of a shipwreck, which 
caused the loss of fifteen lives, within a few 
yards of safetv, is reported from San Esteban 
de Pravia. The steamer Retuerto, of Bilbao 
(1,500 tons). was on ite way in ballast from 
Aviles to San Esteban de Pravia, there to 
load coal. A gale was blowing. 

At dusk the shin was seen to be in diffi- 
culties just outside San. Esteban de Pravia 
harbour, and in the gathering dusk she struck 
a rock westward of the breakwater, and broke 
in two. Most of the townspeople witnessed 
the tragedy. and the cries for help of the 
crew, huddled on the forecastle, cou]? be 
heard on shore. 

A rocket apparatus was got into action, but 
failed to reach the ship. Two boats were 
seen to leave the wreck. One with three men 
was washed close in shore when it was over- 
turned, and two of the men perished. The 
third, who seized a rope thrown to him, was 
saved. 

The other boat, with two, men, was picked 
up by a steamer, after a two hours’ struggle 
with the storm. Five other members of the 
crew endeavoured to reach the shore by 
swimming, and perished.—(Per Press Associa 
tion Copyright.)

DUBLIN. SOCIETY. 
——g—___ | 


In a paper on “ Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research,’’ which he read yesterday 
at a scientific meeting of the Royal Dublin 
Society, Mr. George Fletcher, F.G.8., said 
that in the Free State a number of 
problems of an industrial, yet scientific, 
character are awaiting an organisation 
ccmpetent to deal with them, and this need 
is growing with the great schemes of 
development which have lately been 
initiated. 

The necessity fer consideration of such 
research is the more pressing, he said, 
because of the need for industrial develop- 
ment in the Irish Free State,.and of the 
indications that such. development is 
actually taking plate. The publications 
of the Society and similar bodies give 
evidence of the large amount of original 
work in progress in the science laboratories 
of our universities. The amount of such 
work is naturally limited by the supply of 
thoroughly trained and suitable researen 
workers. To ensure proper scientific 
research and the application of its results 
to industry organisation is essential. 


ADVISORY COUNOIL’S FUNCTIONS. 


A brief survey was given of the history 
of the organisation of scientific research 
and the effect of the changes consequent 
on the establishment of the Free State 
Government, prior to which the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research 
Lad operated in Ireland. ‘The constitution 
of the Depaftment began in July, 1915, by 
the establishment of a Committee for 
Scientific and Industrial Research, and a 
small Advisory Council of eminent 
scientific men, and the department was 
established in December, 1916. 

The primary functions of the Advisory 
Council were to advise the Committee in 
Council on 

1—Proposals for instituting scientific 
researches ; a 

2—BProposals for establishing or develop- 
ing special institutions or departments of 
existing institutions for the scientific study 
of problems affecting particular industries 
and trades ; 

3—The establishment and award of 
research studentships and fellowships. 


NEW BOARDS FORMED. 


In April, 1918, the Department assumed 
the responsibility for the National 
Physical Laboratory; a Fuel Research 
Board had already been established; in 
1919 a Research Station was erected at 
Greenwich ; the Food Investigation Board 
was appointed in 1917. and in 1919 the 
Geological Survey of Great Britain and the 
Museum of Practical Geology were trans- 
ferred to the department. In additior to 
these Boards, a number of boards and com- 
mittees were formed to undertake specific 
investigations over a wide range of 
problems. To deal with problems peculiar 
to particular industries an effort was made 
to get the co-operation and finafieial assist- 
ance of the industries themselyes. It was 
sought to establish under the Companies 
Acts associations limited by guarantee and 
trading without profit. 

The British Parliament voted a sum of 
one million sterling, to be held by the 
Imperial Trust, to be expended under the 
direction of the Privy Council. Research 
associations in various industries were 
formed; in 1924-25 there were twenty-one 
of these associations in active operation. 
The general backwardness of Irish indus- 
tries did not permit of a full participa- 
tion in the advantages of the grants to 
these associations, but a Linen Industry 
Research Association was formed in 
Belfast in 1919, and in the five succeeding 
years £37,552 were paid in grants to it. 


GRANTS TO STUDENTS. 


In addition to these methods for foster 
ing research, the Department sought to 
meet the need for competent research 
workers by encouraging a longer period 
of training, by help in the prosecution of 
researches, and by grants to ‘research 
workers. By 1922-23 the number of 
students in training to whom grants were 
made was 252 and research workers and 
38. Grants were made for 

equipment and __ clerical 
assistants. These advantages were ex- 
tended to Ireland, but participation 
naturally ceased on the establishment of 
the Irish Free State. 

Speaking of the position of seiwntifie 
and industrial research in the Irish Free 
State, Mr. Fletcher said that he excluded 
reference to agriculture, as research in 
that department had been left to the agr'- 
cultural authorities. The function of the 
Departinent of Scientific and Agricultural 
Research extended to Ireland, and re- 
search studentships were awarded in the 
universities and the Royal College of 
Science. The Fuel Research Board 
rendered noteworthy: assistance in the 
matter of the investigations into the 
problem of peat utilisation (suggested by 
the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction and carried on 
here). The Assistant Secretary for 
Technical Instruction was appointed 
Assessor for Ireland on the Advisory 
Council. But these functions ceased to 
bé exercised, so far as the Irish Free State 
is concerned, in 1922. 


A GROWING NEED. 


Research studentships are, however, 
still awarded in the universities. A sum 
of £720 is provided in the. estimates— 
professors nominate graduates in science 
for a course involving research work for 
a further year, and the amount. permits 
about seven awards to be made each year. 
There is also, of course, much research 
work of the highest value carried on by 
university professors in their laboratories. 
But there is a number of problems of an 
industrial, yet scientific, character await- 
ing an organisation competent to deal 
with them, and this need is growing with 
the great schemes of development which 
have lately been initiated. The subject 
seems to have strong claims on the atten- 
tion of that. section of the Society which 
deals with science and its industrial 
applications. 

Happily, the results of much of the 
research accomplished under the direction 
of the Department of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research is readily available in 
numerous published reports and. bulletins ; 
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but many problems present themselves | thar 


for solution which can only be dealt with 
in Treland. This is exemplified by the 
interesting investigations initiated by 
Professor Reilly at University . College, 
Cork, in which the Society has already 


Finance Committee of the Chamber for 
further information about the Govern- 
ment’s financial position, M. Poincaré 
made a statement before it this afternoon. 
M. Poincaré repeated the substance of a 
similar statement which he made to the 
Committee last October, and gave a list of 
the measures ‘taken by the Board of 
Control of the Sinking Fund to consolidate 
the floatng debt. He showed how the 
Treasury’s position, very weak at first, 
had gradually been improved by a revival 
in the rate of subscriptions for Treasury 
Bonds, and the excellent results which 
had been obtained from taxation at the 
end of last year. Further, the return of 
confidence and the recovery of the franc 
had enabled the Government to buy suffi- 
cient foreign currency to meet all~-its 
foreign obligations for the current year and 
to accumulate a powerful reserve to sale 
guard the franc. Since January Ist, lhow- 
ever, the Government had stopped buyiny 
foreign currency, and the Bank of France 
had undertaken the task of maintaining 
the rate of the franc. 

He pointed out that as the direct taxes 
were paid in the latter part of the year 
the budgetary receipts would be compara- 
tively small during the first months. To 
finance the Government’s needs during this 
period the Treasury had taken advantage 
of the law of August 7th of last yehr to 
issue a new series of ordinary Treasury 
Bonds. From January Ist to January 
22nd 2,774,000,000 francs (£23,000,000) of 
these Bonds had been taken up. This 
measure had greatly eased the position, 
with the result that the margin available 
in the Govérnment’s account with the 
Bank of France was now 3,500,000,000 
francs (nearly £30,000,000), whereas on 
December 3lst it was enly 1,047,000,000 
francs (less than £9,000,009). 

M. Poincaré was questioned by Socialist 
members about the match monopoly. It is 
understood that a Swedish-American 
Syndicate has made overtures with a view 
to obtaining the concession, but the 
Government has to contend with Socialist 
doctrines among the workpeople employed 
in the factories. It is, therefore, trying 
to arrive at some system by which the 
monopoly may be leased to foreign capital 
without the State’s forfeiting its control 
of the management. M. Poincaré declared 
that the Government had not yet discussed 
any proposals for transferring the 
monopoly.

SURPRISED. 


SAVAGE TREATMENT OF A 
CONSTABLE. 


A brutal attack on a police coustable by 
three suspected burglars is reported from 
Oheshire. Early yesterday morning Police 
Constable Mullins, of Heswall, heard a noise 
in the local railway station, and on entering 
the premises surprised three men who were 
carrying off a safe, and had broken open a 
large double door in the booking office. 

The constable chased the men, and seized 
one of them. whereupon the others attacked 
him with sticks and an iron bar. striking 
him unconscious to the ground. Then thev 
carried him to a platelayers’ cabin several 
hundred vards away. and locked him in. after 
his hands had been manacled with his own 
handcuffs and his feet tied to a seat in the 
cabin with ropes. 

On recovering consciousness the constable 
freed himself and soncht assistance at the 
nearest house. 

It was found that the raiders had dragged 
the station safe several hundred yards along 
the line, and had opened it by means of 
exnlosives and crowhbars.

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THE CLIFFORD HARMON 
TROPHY. 
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IMPORTANT AIR DECISIONS. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

The International Aeronautic Federation 
has awarded the Clifford Harmon Trophy, con- 
sisting of 10,000 francs and a gold medal, to 
the famous French airman, Captain Pelletie: 
D’ Oisy. 

The Federation has decided that the 
Schueider Cup shall remain open to annual 
competition, the next contest to take place in 
Italy between September 1 aud November 15, 
while the next competition for the Gordor- 
Bennett Cup is. to take place in America be- 
tween July 1 and October 10. 

Note.—The Clifford: Harmon Cup is a cup 
awarded to the airman who in the vear has 
accomplished the finest exploit, or exploits. A 
committee, presided over by Mr. Clifford 
Harmon, President of the International Aero- 
nautic Federation, and representatives of the 
National Committees belonging to the Inter- 
national League had to decide upon its allot- 
ment this evening. Great Britain's candidate 
was Sir Alan Cobham. The Spanish champion 
was Franco, the hero of the Palos. Buenos 
‘Aires flight. Italy was represented by Major 
de Bernardi, winner of the Schneider Cup; 
Portugal by Sarmento Beires, who made a 
Far aien flight ; Denmark by Botved, who 
flew f Copenhagen to Tokio; Switzerland 
by Mif€elholzer, a claimant to air records;

Yesterday's meeting of Dail Eireann 
saw the first breach in the ranks of the 
abstentionists 

Half-an-hour before the Chamber met, 
Mr. Daniel Breen, who was returned as a 
Republican for Tipperary at the General 
Election im 1923, presented himself at the 
gates of Leinster House, and was escorted 
by Mr. P. O Maille, the Deputy-Speaker, 
to the Clerk’s Office, where he signed the 
Oath of Allegiance to the Constitution and 
fidelity to the King. 

Afterwards Mr. Breen was taken to the 
Lobby, where he was introduced to a 
number of members by Mr. O’Maille and 
Professor William Magennis, the leader 
of the party, whose Whip he will receive. 
In expectation of Mr. Breen’s arrival 
members of the Dail had gathered earlier 
than usual, while the attendance in the 
public gallery was a little larger than is 
usual on the opening day of a session. 


THE SPEAKER'S ANNOUNCEMENT. 
It was some minutes after 3 o'clock 
when the Speaker took the chair to call 
the first question. Mr. Breen, accom- 
panied by Mr. O'Maille, entered the 
Chamber and took a seat on the gangway 
overlooking the Ministerial benches. He 
remained here until at the end of ques- 
tions the Speaker announced that he had 
complied with the requirements of the 
Constitution, and had accordingly “taken 
his seat.” Mr. Breen was thereupon led 


and Mr. C. M. Byrne, and the cus- 
tomary introduction. took place, amid- 
applause that was initiated in the Govern- 
ment benches by Mr. O'Higgins, the 
Minister for Justice. After shaking hands 
with the Speaker, Mr. Breen took his seat 
beside Professor Magennis. 

Mr. Breen, who was one of the leaders 
of the campaign against the forces of the 
Crown, and afterwards fought against the 
Free State Army, was re-elected to the 
Dail in 1923, but, in common with the 
other members of Mr. de Valera’s party, 
refused to take his seat. 

His entry at -his stage is inspired, he 
declares, by a desire to do all in his power 
‘“to remove the barriers that separate the 
Irish people.” He regards the Oath of 
Allegiance as an obstacle in the way ol 
stability and progress. 

It should be mentioned that Mr. de 
Valera’s view of his colleague’s action 1s 
that it is one for regret, and must be held 
to be a breach of faith with those who 
elected him on an abstentionist ticket.
